Edmund Rice was thirty-eight years of 
age, and the proprietor of a prosperous 


‘business in ‘the city of Waterford,: when

He was a widower; for his wife had died 
young, leaving him with an only daughter. 
for whom, we are told, “her pious father 
suitably provided during her life.” His 
biographers have left only meagre details 
of his marriage, and there is a curious 
phrase in this book concerning it: ‘‘ The 
early Brothers, with a delicacy of feeling 
which is commendable, seldom refer toit.” 
After his wife’s death he had a strong 
leaning towards the religious life, and 
confided his plans to a Miss Power, whose

“It would be a strange and inconsistent

Miss Power pointed the moral by draw- 
ing his attention to a group, in the 
adjacent street, ‘‘ of poor boys, rude and 


irreverent in speech, uncouth and rough |. 


in manner and appearance, and oblivious 
of all restraint.’’ He must have seen 
similar scenes every day, but that intro- 
spective habit which has caused many 
intensely religious people to be suspected 
of a certain selfishness had made his 
mind blind to the lesson of the spectacle. 
The writer of this volume admits this: 
‘*In his thoughts of the religious life he 
was until now concerned only about his 
own spiritual welfare, but henceforth 
with that thought was always blended the 
vision of the poor neglected boys and 
what could be done for them.”’ . 

He took more than two years, howevér, 
to reach his decision, meantime assidu- 
ously seeking guidance by prayer and 
consultation with numerous friends. He 
received some stimulus from the arrival 
of two daughters. of Nano Nagle to open 
a school for girls in Waterford in 1798. 
To judge by the scant mention it receives 
in this volume the Rebellion of that year 
seems to have left a very faint impression 
on the people of the “ Urbs Intacta,”’

AST year we remarked, when review- 
ing George Birmingham’s novel for 
1926, that in that witty writer's books the 
same company of characters appears again 
and again.

“SiR JOHN SCOTT INTERVIEWED. 

Sir John Scott, in the course of a coriversa- 
tion to-day,, said. that the deepening of the 
channel was absolutely essentia 
to compete with other s in, the South of 
Ireland. Limerick and Waterford, he pointed 
out, had already taken steps to procure large 
sums of money for similar purposes, and Cork’ 
also must prepare for the future and: make 
their port second to none in Ireland. - 

In view of the city’s ideal sitmation and 
natural advantages as a distributing centre, 
it would be a matter for regret, he added, if 
through any opposition or lack of foresight 
the business of the port was allowed to 
decline. a 

Amongst the other improvements which are 
being made is the Tivoli reclamation scheme, 
work on which is already well in hand, and as 
a result of which berthing accommodation 
will be provided a short distance from the 
city for large steamers drawing up to 
feet of water.

ACQUITTED. 

Edward Timmons, 10 Brabazon road, was 
charged with personation at Blackpitts Na- 
tional School. 

Mr. James Brady, solicitor, said that the 
allegation was that the voter in this case 
was dead. 

Desmond Bolster, Cumann na nGaedheal 
personation agent, stated that he had charged 
the accused. man with voting in the name of 
his father, who was dead since 1917. 

Timmons said that he was the householder 
since his father’s death, and paid the rent 
of his house.

an hour, the poll was declared at 3.15 p.m., 
nearly two hours “sooner than was antici- 
pated. As Dr. Hennessy secured the quota 
on the first count, there was no necessity for 
a second. The £100 deposit of Mr. Murphy 
was forfeited. 

The public showed very little interest in 
the count.Only a few dozen people collected 
in the street, and even: those looked as if 
they did not much mind how it went.

VOTE OF THANKS. 

After the poll was declared Mr. P. S. 
Doyle proposed a vote of thanks to the Re- 
turning Officer, who, he said, had carried 
through the election in a very capable and 
expeditious manner. He was glad that the 
citizens of Dublin had declared in such an 
unmistakable manner for the Treaty and the 
Government. 

Mr. Briscoe, seconding, said that the enor-

JUSTICE’S DIFFICULTY 
IN FIRST CASE.

The first case under the Public Safety Act 
was heard in the Dublin District Court yes- 
terday, «before Mr... E. .J.. Little. Sean 
McBridé, Roebuck House. Clonskeagh, Co. 
Dublin, was charged under Section 16 of the

Witness was driving 
at a speed of about twelve to fifteen miles 
er hour. On seeing the car he swerved to 
the right to try to avoid it. He could not 
Say ehather the other car was in motion or 
stationary at this time. 

CAR VERTURNS. 

The front of his car cleared the other car, 
but the back part of his car collided with 
the front portion of the other vehicle, and 
witness applied the foot brake, and his car 
went right over, and the occupants were 
thrown on the road. His mother-in-law, Mrs. . 
McLean, received injuries from which she 
died shortly: afterwards.

WEXFORD MAN’S DEATH 
FROM EXPOSURE. 


The circumstances under which George W. 
Whyte, a retired farmer, of Cullenstown, 
County Wexford, met his death while boating, 
were Investigated at an inquest held by Mr. 
J. J. Roche, Coroner, aid jury at Kilmore 
quay, where the body had been removed. 
George Bennett deposed that he and the 
deceased man left Cullenstown last Tuesday 
morning for the purpose of fishing, and all 
went well until they got out about three 
miles, when a squall sprang up outside the 
Keeragh Rocks. They were about a mile 
from the rocks, and on the Saltee Islands 
side. The sudden squall struck the boat, 
which was turned over, The deceased man 
was a good swimmer, and when the boat 
capsized they clung on to her until Whyte, 
becoming exhausted, dropped off after about 
half an hour.. The mast came out of its socket 
after an hour, and the boat went over. They 
succeeded in getting her back on her keel, 
and both of them got into her. Whyte began 
to feel beunmbed. They had oars, but could 
not use them, and were only able to cling 
on to the boat, which became water-logged. 
QUITE EXHAUSTED, 
After about two hours’ drifting, witness 
sighted boats coming from Kilmore quay to- 
wards them, and he called to Whyte to cling 
on as best he could. He seemed to be cute 
exhausted; and did not reply. The next thing 
witness saw was the deceased man in the 
water. He was so weak that he must have 
fallen out of the boat. Witness was also very 
weak and benumbed, and the sea was very 
rough at the time. His companion did not 
try to swim when he fell over. He remained 
floating on the surface. The rescuing boats 
were then quite close to them. Whyte's body 
wus taken aboard the boat of Mr. Scalian. 
Witness was taken on Mr. Rochford’s King- 
fisher. 
A TELEPHONE MESSAGE. 

Mr. J. N. Scallan, County Registrar, 
of Wexford, deposed that on hearing 
at Kilmore quay that a boat had 
been blown to sea near Fethard, he 
got his two men and motor launch, Acushla, 
and towed the lifeboat, which had previously 
set out. to Cullenstown. He saw the King- 
fisher pick up Bennett out of the water. 
The small cot was awash when he reached 
it. Witness and his two men, William Fur- 
long and Phil Walsh, picked up the body of 
deceased man, which had been floating with 
face downwards. They tried artificial respira 
tion, but to no avail. 
Witness believed that if the telephone 
message which was sent from Cullenstown 
had been cléar, or more definite, the boats 
could have gone out half an hour earlier, and 
the iwo men would have been saved. ‘The 
rocket apparatus station was rung up instead 
of the Civic Guards, or the coxswain of the 
lifeboat in Kilmore, and it was understood 
that the wreck was off Cullenstown. The 
first message he received when he took the 
lifeboat im tow was that the boat had been 
blown out to sea at Fethard. 
George Galavan, (§illenstown. deposed tha! 
on failing to locate the boat of Whyte and 
Bennett at 12 o'clock last Tuesday, he rang 
up Mr. Spanner, the No. 1 man, Kilmore 
Lifeboat Station, to send the lifeboat imme 
diately... He told Spanner that there was no 
trace of the two fishermen who were in the 
cot. Spanner replied that they would launch 
the lifeboat and bring assistance as quickly 
as possible, Witness never said anvthing 
about Fethard or Barrow in the telephone 
message. 
Dr. Ps A. Dovle, Bridgetown, deposed that 
Whyte’s death was caused by cold and es- 
i posure and age. It was not exactly a vase 
of drowning. 

The verdict of the jury was in 
with the medical evidence. 

The Coroner commended the owners of 
the boats which went to the rescue.

The Free State Government has made a 
swift and bold decision. Acting upon its 
advice, the Governor-General has dissolved 


ithe Oireachtas as from yesterday, has 


declared a general election to Dáil Eireann, 
and has summoned the new Oireachtas to 
meet on the 11th October. It seems to be 
arguable that before a dissolution the Dáil 
must meet to fix the date of its 
reassembly; but the Government, no 
doubt, has given the fullest consideration 
to this point, and, at any rate, it now 
confronts the country with a fait accompli. 
Manifestly, in addition to the other 
motives which ‘President Cosgrave 
announces to-day, he has decided to—

His Government could have prayed for no 
more favourable auspices than those which 
are provided by the results of the two by- 
elections for the City and County of 
Dublin. In the South City the Govern- 
ment’s candidate, Dr. Hennessy, -has 
captured a Republican seat by a majority 
of more than 5,000 votes. In the County Mr. 
Gerald O’Sullivan had a truly overwhelm- 
ing victory; it represents a more than 
two to one majority over the combined 
forces of the per-juring and non-juring 
Republicans. These results reflect clearly 
the attitude of Dublin and, as we think, 
of the whole country, to recent events in 
Parliament. They show that the electors 
are disgusted with Mr. de Valera, and 
that, by their sinister negotiations 
with Fianna Fáil, the Labour Party and 
the National League have lost heavily in 
prestige. The Government's decision to 
take the promptest advantage of the new 
state of affairs is entirely natural. and 
legitimate. 

The dissolution of Parliament hay 
dissolved a situation which was hurting 
the public interest in a thousand ways. 
As a result of the last general election the 
Government lost its majority in the 
Dáil and continued to exist by sufferance 
of other parties. Such arrangements 
always hamper policy and introduce un- 
certainties which injure alike the citizen’s 
business and the nation’s credit. Then 
came Fianna Fdil’s entry to Parliament 
and the new coalition against the Govern- 
ment. "--ce developments made a general 
~~": the only qr--tion was 
whether it should come at once or should 
be delayed until the --'--~~. Tn the first 
place, the Government could not have 
hoped to be able to “carry on ” with any 
dignity or usefulness. Its life was saved 
a few days ago by the Speaker's casting 
vote, and, even with the reinforcement of 
two seats which it won yesterday, its 
future tenure would have been utterly 
precarious: the perpetual imminence of a 
“snap ” division, the corroding fear of a 
single cold in the head, would have: 
paralysed the Ddil’s normal activities. In 
the next place, recent developments have- 
raised issues not merely, of policy, but of 
principle, which nobody had contemplated. 
at the June election. The taking of the 
oath by Fianna Fáil, the Labour Party’s 
fall from its strict policy of independence, 
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which is both harmful and humiliating, 

to become masters in their own house. 
| They will vote—if they so please—for 
‘policies which would. disrupt the State, 


md 


but they will vote with full knowledge of 
their responsibility and of the conse- 
quences of its use‘or abuse. To-day the 
country is fully seized of two facts—the 
clear íntentions-of ‘the partiés which mh 
its support, and the perils of unstabl 

government. If the Free State is to make 
any progress or to have any peace, it must 
return to office a Government fortified by a 
parliamentary majority which, for a period 
of three or four years, will guarantee 
that Government’s freedom of action, 
permanence of policy, and authority in 

e Empire's councils. An organised, 
constitutional Opposition in the next Dáil 
will be a good thing, but a strong Govern- 
ment, with an assured majority, is the 
nation’s’ prime need, Mr, Cosgrave is 
putting his Government's fate to the 
touch, “to win or lose it all.” We hope 
and believe that he will win.

Britain and Japan. - 

A useful example of the mischief that 
can be done by frivolous rumours is 
afforded by a statement which has been 
issued by Mr. Castle, Acting Secretary of 
State in President Coolidge’s Government. 
Mr. Castle gives a categorical denial to 
the report, published originally in the 
Washington Post, that Great Britain and 
Japan had concluded a secret naval agree- 
ment, directed obviously against the 
United. States.  “ No suggestion of this 
kind,” says Mr. Castle, “ has reached this 
department, and I have no reason to be- 
lieve that there is any truth whatever in 
it.”’ According to the Washington Post, 
an attempt is being made to revive the 
Afiglo-Japanese alliance of 1906, which 
was terminated in 1923 at the Washing- 
ton Naval Conference. Since the meeting 
of the abortive Naval Conference at 
Geneva certain American newspapers have 
been waging a most unscrupulous cam- 
paign against the British Empire. The 
Admiralty has been accused openly of a 
desire for war, and all sorts of scandalous 
statements have been made without a 
shadow of foundation. We are glad that 
the State Department has issued its 
démenti so promptly. As England proved 
at the conférences: of Washington and 
‘Geneva, she is anxious to do everything in 
her power to hasten the achievement of 
disarmament on sea and land. All her 
interests demand tlie maintenance of the 
world’s peace, and, as a proof of her good 
intentions towards the United States, 
she denounced four years ago the alliance 
with: Japan, which had-steed her in such 
good stead during the war against Ger- 
many. . Not Britain, but the Naval De- 
partment’ at: Washington, must bear the 
blame for the collapse of the Geneva Con- 
ferencé and the consequent decision of the 
Powers to carry out extensive building 
The American experts in- 
sisted. that they must, be allowed to con- 
struct: a ‘number of 10,000-ton cruisers, 
altogether beyond the national needs of 
the United States, and, but for the ‘‘ Big 
Navy ” Party in the Coolidge Administra- 
tion, there would have been little or no 
difficulty in the conclusion of a satisfac- 
tory agreement. Naturally, the British 
Government must take steps to safeguard 
its own interests. | An. agreement be- 
tween Britain and Japan, as the two chief 
naval Powers outside the United States, 
might seem, from an American point of 
view, to be an almost inevitable. sequel 
to the “ big navy’ policy of the Wash- 
ington Admirals; and probably the 
Washington Post has been making an 
essay in more or less intelligent anticips- 
tion. His Majesty’s Government, how- 
ever, is determined to do nothing that 
would constitute the slightest threat to 
the peace of the world. It will maintain 
the British Navy at the highest possible 
pitch of efficiency ;. but, unless its hands 
are forced by ‘aggressive action in the 
United States, it will conclude no 
alliances with other naval Powers. 


Modern Drama. 


A writer in the Daily Telegraph. recalls 
the criticism once levelled against Ibsen’s 
plays as “the drama of the dustbin,” 
and applies it more fittingly, as he thinks, 
to the. stage of to-day. Modern plays 
remind him very forcibly of a dustbin, 
with their “battered and dusty plots, 
stale tricks, démodés conventions, dead 
ideas, stereotyped characters and situa- 
tions worn thin by constant handling or 
continuous ill-usage.” These are “ wild 
and whirling words,” but such charges 
have been levelled against the drama of 
the day in most countries and in most 
generations. Even. Shakespeare took his 
plots out of the dusthin—probably there 
is no other place in which plots may be 
found. “Dead ideas” and “ stereotyped 
characters,” however, are a more serious

would cause consternation in the South, 
but, on the contrary, the. Macon Telegraph 
greets the official forecast as ‘‘the best 
cotton news that the South has had in 
recent years.” While the cotton farmer 
has fewer bales to sell, he. will sell them at 
a much higher price than in 1926, when 
the yield was above the average. ‘‘ There 
is not now enough cotton in sight,’’ ex- 
plains the Mobile Register, ‘‘ to supply 
the world demand, even if we accept the 
most extravagant estimate of the crop now 
being gathered.” Owing to the recent 
rise in prices the farmers, it is estimated, 
will realise some $200,000,000 more than 
normally would be obtained. The result 
should be a period of prosperity for the 
Southern States and an increase of pur- 
chasing. power. Instead of the sale of 
crops, far in advance of the gathering, 
to speculators, the farmers now market 
them through co-operative agencies, pledg- 
ing themselves for a number of years ahead 
to do all their trading through these 
organisations. Their costs of production 
also have diminished through the use of 
lahour-saving machinery, and, as the 
world consumption of cotton remains~very 
high, the prospects of the:incustry appeat 
to be encouraging.. Althcugh the crude 
method of destroying a portion of the 
crop no longer is practised, it often 
happens that growers reduce the extent of 
their expected crop in order to enhance 
prices. i

The Sevenoaks Accident. - 


“Aiter the first feelings of svrrow and 
regret for the sufferers, the news of the 
terrible train accident came with all the 
greater shock, because people have learned 
to regard railway travel in Great Britain 
as the safest in the world. That claim 
can be aavanced with perfect justice. 
There are no lines operated with more 
scrupulous care or with so-many costly 
precautions. On-the upkeep and mainten 
ance of the permanent ways the companies 
annually foot a bill of something like 
thirteen millions, and attention to rolling- 
stock is as' thorough and proportionately 
expensive. Where accidents do occur— 
and, mercifully, they are few and far 
between—they invariably can be traced to 
causes which foresight and precaution 
cannot avert. Sudden human collapse or 
break-down, or weakness in material which 
most expert examination fails to reveal, 
seems impossible to prevent. 

A New “ Record.” 

The Tiger Moth machine, upon which 
Captain H. §S.- Broad yesterday evening 
created a “ record ” for light aeroplanes, 
is an entirely new type. It is seneidarabls 
smaller than the Moths supplied to the 
Free State Government. The length of 
this monoplane from the front of the 
propeller to the tip of the tail is only 
18 feet 74 inches. Strict secrecy sur- 
rounded its construction, and the tests 
were carried out by Captain Broad at 
‘daybreak.  A new-chapter in the history 
of light aeroplanes is opened up by the 
production of a machine weighing only 
about 6001b., which is capable of a speed 
of 186 miles an hour. 


British Air Lines. 


A few particulars concerning the progress 
of British Air Lines will be apposite to 
the occasion of their eighth birthday. It 
was on August 25th, 1919, that the first 
British aeroplane, a D.H. Rolls-Royce 
conyerted war ‘plane, made its maiden 
flight between London and Paris. This 
machine had accommodation for only two 
passengers, and its single Rolls-Royce 
engine developed 365 horse-power. It has 
now been superseded by triple-engined 
de luxe air liners, with horse-power of 
1,200, and carrying twenty passengers. 
During the .eight years. no fewer than a 
hundred thousand people, and bullion and 
specie to the value of £30,000.000, have 
been carried across the Channel by British 
aeroplanes alone, and the distance flown 
was close on seven million miles. There 
has been only one accident involving loss 
of life in the history of the lines, and that 
was the terrible affair at Croydon on 
Christmas Eve, 1924, when eight persons 
were killed. | 
The Menin. Gate. 

Correspondence appears in some of the 
London: journals. in which certain con- 
tributors take exception to what they deem 
a desecration of the Menin Gate Memorial. 
Their: objections are to the near proximity 
of the old-time Ypres Fair, which is in 
progress; and which causes a good deal of 
noise and hilarity. Some of these critics 
are, perhaps, a little hypersensitive. 
When the war was on “Tommy” in the 
trenches never dreamed that his folk at 
home should deny themselves what legiti- 
mate pleasures and diversions they found 
to hand. In the same spirit those whose 
names are graven on the memorial must 
réjoice as they look down and see that 
Ypres lives to-day, as in the past, and 
that their supreme sacrifices were not in 
vain. 


The Scutari Fires. 


Fires, such as are raging in the Scutari 
area. of Constantinople, used to be of 
common occurrence in that quarter of the 
world. They were most frequently found 
on the other side of the Bosphorus in the 
more squalid portions of the filthy and 
insanitary Stamboul and Galata districts. 
Legend and suspicion had it that, when 
an area became so utterly bad, even the 
indolent Turk of those days had to get “a 
move on.” It was deemed much simpler 
to purify by torch, with the result that 
of . disease-infested and in- 
describably dirty wooden houses were 
allowed to burn themselves out. The 
process had the merit of being inexpensive, 
and meant no trouble or inconvenience, 
except to the unfortunate inhabitants, who 
merely were left to shift for themselves.

THE ROYAL PREROGATIVE. 

The decision to dissolve P--‘iament is 
an exercise of the Royal prerogative. The’ 
normal procedure is laid down in Article 
24 of the Constitution, which says:— 

“The Oireachtas shall be summoned 
and dissolved by the representative of 
the Crown, in the name ‘of the King, and, 
subject- as aforesaid, Dail Eireann’ shall 
fix the date of reassembly of the 
Oireachtas and the date of the -con- 
clusion of the sessions of each House: 
provided that the sessions of. Seanad 
Eireann shall not be concluded without 
its own consent.”’ 


Normally, therefore, Dail Eireann would 
make its own arragements for the dissolu- | 
tion and reassembly of the Oireachtas, as 
it did before the last géneral election, and 
would approach the Senate for its approval 
of these arrangements; but in the cir- 
cumstances which exist at present the 
Government has decided to dispense with 
these formalities and to bring the Royal 
prerogative into force. 


NO ALTERNATIVE. 


“They represent a decisive vote of. the

At Newcastle, for 
instance, Sir George Pearce, the Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Executive Council of the 
Commonwealth of Australia, said that during 
his present visit he had been impressed with 
the tremendous growth of Empire conscious- 
ness among the people. They were, he said, 
beginning to realise the enormous poten- 
tialities of Empire trade and Empire co- 
operation in those spheres that affected our 
daily life and well-being. He claimed, as 
was perhaps natural, that Australians had 
realised these things for some years past, 
and had been almost at the point of despair 
because of the apparent indifference shown 
here to the question of Empire development. 
Now, he tells us, all that has been changed, 
and the people are keenly alive to the pros- 
perity that would follow a wisely-directed 
policy of Empire trade reciprocity and co- 
operation. 

If Sir George Pearce is right, there is no 
need to despair of the future. The Empire 
is neither a geographical term nor a statis- 
tical expression,. and just as the purchaser 
of a motor car buys not so many hundred- 
weights of. ‘metal ‘and wood and 
textile fabric, but ‘speed, comfort, vision, 
and an extended range of possible activity, 
so the Empire should mean to its citizens 
freedom, prosperity, opportunity and human 
happiness. Perhaps that is what Sir George 
Pearce had in mind; but it can only mean 
these things to those who have taken the 
trouble to learn something about it, and to 
ascertain the effects of contact between the 
activities of the citizens oversea and those 
at home. Trade statistics may appear dull 
when presented in serried ranks of tabulated 
figures, but they are seen at once to be full 
of interest if they are regarded as records 
of achievement as truly as the runs in the 
score book are evidence of exploits in the 
cricket field. Behind those massed ranks of 
imports and exports can be dimly recognised 
the forms of the living men and women to 
whose activities they relate.

The 
Ashi was badly gashed in the bows, but 
she remained afloat. Twenty-seven of her 
complement are returned as mising, but 
there is no hope that any of them will be 
saved. 
The Jintsu was seriously damaged by 
the impact, and settled forward, but she 
kept afloat, and the Kongo towed her 
safely to Maizuru dockyard. The Ashi 
was also towed to-dock. The Kure naval 
base immediately despatched a salvage 
vessel, but the Warabi lies in sixty 
fathoms, and there is little hope of raising 
her. 
The accident occurred while the com- 
bined fleet, under Admiral Kanji Kato, 
was proceeding to Maizuru after complet- 
ing the prescribed exercises in Bungo 
Channel.’ On the journey a destroyer 
night attack was ordered. 
The night was moonless, all lights were 
extinguished, and the fleet was steaming 
at full speed.

THE TARIFF-ON BOOTS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

S1rx,—In perennial discussions of pro- 
tective tariffs one vital point ‘seems always 
to be forgotten—that a tax on imports is 
not an extra imposition on the people. The 
revenue thus raised would have to be raised 
somehow within the country, and if two good 
objects are served at the one time, there is 
not much cause for complaint. May one ask 
if the revenue raised by a tax on imported 
boots were raised by a tax on, say, tea, as 
it used to be, would so many people be as 
concerned as they are now, when, as a result 
of an import duty, at least some employment 
is given in Ireland to those who would 
otherwise be unemployed ? 

The figures from one boot factory about 

which we have some informati2n show that 
an extra 400 hands have been employed on 
full time since the duty became operative. 
Their average wage is £3 per week. Pre- 
viously about 200 workers were engaged on 
half-time, and the country was supporting 
the 400 unemployed in some unreproductive 
way. The extra wages circulated within the 
area of the boot factory to which I refer 
amount to about £60, per year, which 
means something to the butchers and bakers 
and other traders of the city in question. 
_ While not holding that the tax should be 
imposed on grades of boots the production 
of which we cannot. hope to undertake for 
years to come, I can quite see the difficulty 
of differentiating at our ports between 
different classes of boots, which is the reason 
advanced for making the import duty opera- 
tive on all descriptions of footwear; but that 
protection is gradually achieving its end, as 
you pointed out in your leader, is shown 
even more strikingly by the British Board of 
Trade figures for July.

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EMPIRE WIRELESS BEAMS

INDIAN STATION’S TESTS. 


The short wave wireless beam stations 
which have been built for the General Post 
Office by Marconis Wireless Telegraph Com- 
pany, Limited, at Grimsby and Skegness for 

igh speed wireless communication with 
India, have successfully passed their seven 
days’ official Post Office test, and the com- 
pany has been informed by the Post Office 
that they are issuing the preliminary certifi- 
cate of acceptance. 

The scheme to link up Great Britain with 
Canada, Australia, South Africa and India 
by means of high-speed wireless telegraph 
services, decided upon by the Government in 
1923, has thus. been successfully completed, 
and the British Empire now possesses the 
most complete, up-to-date and efficient wire- 
less telegraph service in the world. Under 
the Government contract with the Marconi 
Company, the beam stations for communica- 
tion with India were to be capable of send- 
ing and receiving at the same time at a 
minimum s of 100 words per minute 
during a daily average of twelve hours. 
During the seven days’ official test, which 
was completed yeste a“ this guarantee has 
been largely exceeded, the Marconi Company 
estimating that an average speed of between 
130 and 150 words per minute has been main- 
tained during from 18 to 21 hours per day. 
As a result of the tests, it is also estimated 
that the capacity of the Indian beam circuit 
is about 180, words per day in each 
direction. 

Although the South African service has 
only been opened since the beginning of July, 
the traffic has shown a rapid and continued 
increase, gnd is already considerably greater 
than was expected at such an early date, 
and its capacity is estimated to be far greater 
than the total traffic at present passing be- 
tween South Africa and England. The Cana- 
dian beam service, which was opened suc- 
cessfully at the end of last year, continues 
to deal satisfactorily with a large volume of 
traffic. The traffic handled by the beam 
services operating between Portugal and its 
colonies, which have only been in use for a 
few months, also shows a steady and sub- 
stantial increase. 

Within two or three weeks there will be 
a further development in the opening, by 
Marconis Wireless Telegraph Company, 
Limited, of commercial beam telegraph ser- 
vices between England and South America, 
and between England and the United States 
of America. The beam stations for direct 
communication between Canada and Aus- 
tralia are also nearing completion, and this 
service is expected to be opened in the near 
future.

MINING ASSOCIATION’S REPLY 


“Mr. Cook is trying to frighten the public 
with fantastic figures.” This statement is 
embodied in a reply from the Mining Associa- 
tion to the miners’ secretary’s allegations on 
the conditions of the coal industry, published 
on Wednesday. His gloomy predictions, 
they say, hamper our export trade, since 
they imbue foreign buyers with fears that 
deliveries may be interrupted by further in- 
dustrial trouble. Despite a falling off to 
France and Spain, due to their penal decrees, 
exports for the first seven months of the 
year showed an actual increase over those 
for 1925, the last full year, while figures 

blished by the Board of Trade showed 
that the output for thirty-three weeks were 
nearly five million tons in excess of the cor- 
responding period of 1925. It was antici- 
pated that the output for the year would be 
260 million tons. 

‘Since coal is not produced unless it can 
be sold, this shows that the industry is 
neither dead nor dying.” 

It was recognised by everyone at the tifhe 
of the Royal Commission that there were 
too many men in the industry, and the fact 
that more coal was being produced now with 
fewer men was in itself a proof of increased 
efficiency. 

The statement addes a few ‘‘simple truths” 
for the Miners’ Federation, whose only sug- 
gestions, it alleges, are to reduce produc- 
tion, Increase cost and accept defeat in 
foreign markets. Without our export trade 
this country is doomed, it concludes. 
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EX-CONVICT POSES AS 
A KNIGHT. 
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UNIVERSITY MAN’S “‘TERRIBLE 
RECORD.”’ 


A man who was described by the 
police as a _ persistent hotel thief and 
cheque forger was at Brighton yester- 
day sentenced to six months’ hard 
labour for obtaining credit to the extent 
of £15 by fraud at the Royal York Hotei.
